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We occasionally see complaints in 
the Home and Indian papers of the 
amount of license permitted to the 
native Press, and of its tendency to 
produce a revulsion of feeling amongst 
the native population against British 
rule. The native of India, as is 
natural in a nation ground down by 
centuries of oppression, indulges in his 
abusive moods in inuendo rather than 


effective amongst such a population. 


native Press are often unjust; sometimes 
they go beyond this, and are utterly 
mendacious ; but as it is well sometimes 
to see ourselves as represented by 
others, these eccentricities of the native 
Indian Press have more than onco 
indicated, in a way that would other- 
wise be difficult to get at, the working 
of native opinion on questions relating 
to the mutual relations of governors 
and governed. Doubtless with this 
advantage, there are many counteract- 
ing drawbacks, and more or less a spirit 
of opposition or ridicule is raised 
amongst the uatives against British 
rule in general. Still the probability 
is that the amount of evil thoroughly 
engendered is small in proportion to 
the benefit gained by closer comprehen- 
sion of native feeling and native 
methods of reasoning; and the improved 
condition of good feeling between the 
two classes which has been observed of 
late years, and which exhibite itself 
even in the comments of the native 
Press itself, has doubtless been en- 
hanced by the liberty of discission 
tacitly allowed to the native journals. 
Native journalism in China is of still 
more recent growth than in India, but 
in some respects is its counterpart. 
The Chinese Press, even in its infancy, 
seems to have some peculiarities of its 
own, and appears rather to go in for 
practical hard hitting than simple 
ridicule. In a crisis like the present, 
we could hardly expect the native Press 
to be unanimous in condemning tho 
conduct of the Chinese Government. 
It is undeniable that there exists in 
the empire a party still eagerly desirous 
to cut itself off from all communication 
with Foreign nations, and which would 
think any means, however contrary 
even to the low standard of native 
ethics, perfectly justifiable to such an 
end. Inthe circulation of such tracts as 
the “ Death Blow to Corrapt Doctrines,” 
we hadan instance of the length to which 
a blind zeal would carry the holders of 
such a creed; and in the pages of the 
Lpao we see the continuance of these 
ideas. There is, however, more satis- 
faction in the open and public attack 





Doubtless, the remarks made“by the 





of the latter than in the secret and 
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clandestine manner in which the former 
was circulated. Few Chinese, when 
the true state of affairs, misrepresented 
in the Epao, is set before them, will 
fail to acknowledge that, in the request 
for punishment put forward by Great 
Britain, that Power is acting in a 
just and dignified manner. The num- 
ber of firebrands who would will- 
ingly follow the advice of the Lpao 
to murder all Foreign visitors to the 
empire, is, fortunately, very limited ; 
and the number of Foreign visitors 
who really give any serious offence to 
peaceably disposed Chinese, is likewise 
but small, Doubtless, the inconsiderate 
action of a Foreigner at a distant spot 
does occasionally give rise to a local 
prejudice; but, as a general rule, the 
natives are sufficiently able to compre- 
hond that there are individual differ- 
ences between their outlandish guests, 
and that it by no means follows that, 
because one visitor has by his bluster 
created an unpleasant feeling, the 
noxt will be certain to fan that feeling 
into a state of open hostility. On 
more than one occasion, we have heard 
complaints made of acts more or less 
reprehensible on the part of previous 
visitors; but these complaints frankly 
made and their justice acknowledged, 
wo have found that difficulties, unless 
fanned by some local firebrand, have 
quickly disappeared. More or less, the 
Epao is connected with the Cantonese 
interest, and, curiously enough, the 
Cantonese, as a class, seem always to 
have carried to the most exaggerated 
point the peculiar prejudices of the 
Chinese people. A narrow-mindedness 
and self-conceit beyond that of the 
other Chinese, is in » great measure 
characteristic of our Southern neigh- 
bours; and mixed with this is an un- 
usual amount of the native shrewdness 
which marks the Chinese as a uation. 
‘Their longer connection with Foreigners 
has, ouriously enough, been pressed 
into the service. They have, probably 
with a greater imitative power, seen 
more, but comprehended less of the 
principles of European polity; and, 
contented with this superficial view, 
been content to remain in a slate of 
happy ignorance of the real springs of 
action which characterise that polity. 
Of this school of native thought the 
L-pao has made itself the exponent. It 
is incapable of forming a just judgment 
on Native matters, as on Foreign, and 
readily lends its pages without thought 
or enquiry to the propagation of every 
old wife’s fable, Amongst the thinking 
Chinese, its anti-Foreign articles will be 





put on an equality with its natural 
prodigies. But, though little appre- 
hensive of the result, it has also its 
uses in pointing out the influences 
which are brought to bear on the rela- 
tions of China with the rest of the 
world. The pao represents a class, 
small it may be, but still blatant; and 
it behoves us to mark the line in which 
it endeavours to guide the public opinion 
of China, Li Sitai is but a bad hero at 
best, but probably as bad as he have 
been thrust into positions where they 
were able to seriously influence for the 
worse the progress of civilisation

‘Tenders are invited for a new Municipal 
loan of Tis, 28,000 for the purchaso 
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of the Tunsin property, It will be 
well worth the while of a Bank which 
gives only 5 por cent. on deposits, to 
lend the whole sum at 8 por cont,, and 
calmly pocket the difference, ‘The Council 
will however, we thiuk, better meet the 
wishes of the Community by allotting the 
debentures in small quantities among 
local investors, than by issuing them to 
capitalists even on better financial terms. 
‘The Municipal debentures afford the best 
and safest local investment, and the 
Council should for the moment regard 
itself as somewhat in the position of a 
Savings Bank. 

Fow of our readers probably are aware 
that thero exists, in the Kwangsi road 
between the Hupeh and Canton roads, a 
small Mahomedan cemetery. It has been 
open nearly 20 years, There is a small 
bungalow on the ground, where reside a 
Mussulman in charge and a» Mahomedan 
priest, It is now, of course, chiefly 
wanted for Indian or Malay sailors who 
may chance to die in port. 

A correspondent urges that there should 
be two classes of jinrickshas, On Sunday 
afternoon, he met on the Broadway “a 
string of cight jinrickshas, each with 
two Chinamen, evidently stokers from a 
steamer, and all in their working clothes, 
exceedingly dirty and greasy, One would 
not willingly got in directly after them, 
but ono is quite liable to the contingency 
on the present ‘all round’ system.” ‘That 
in all very true, but we do not quite seo 
how the remedy is to be worked. Is the 
Jat class ’ricksha man to say to a faro— 
“No; you are asecond-class man ; won't 
have you ;” and aro the Police to be made 
judges of condition, aud to stop aud take 
to the Mixed Court, Ist-class vehicles 
which derogate from their rank? 

A few di 0, @ griffin, which had 
been purchased as a speculation by a 
mafoo, broke loose from its stable in the 
Tioutsin Road, and galloped off at a xapid 
Pace among the crowds of Chiuese who 
inhabit the lower portion of the road. 
‘There was a great stampede, but one 
young man failed to get out of the auimal’s 
way, was kuocked down, and his skull 
fractured, from the effect of which he died. 
‘The unlucky mafoo was of course pursued 
by the deconsed’s relatives, and has had 
to compromise matters by the payment 
of $90. 

‘The mafoo whose life was attempted 
three weeks ago by another mafoo, in an 
opium shop at the back of the Horse 
Bazaar, died on Monday night, but not 
from the effects of the wounds inflicted on 
him, from which, in fact, he had quite 
recovered, He was iu ill-health at the 
time of the attack, aud on being let out 
from the hospital to attend the Mixed 
Court to give his deposition, the magistrate, 
‘seeing he still looked very ill, advised him 
toreturn there. Instead of returning at 
once, he went to an eating-house and 
opium shop, and after gorging himself 
with rice, é&o., smoked several pipes of 
opium, after which he went back to the 
hospital, rapidly became worse, and died 
‘5 above stated.—The accused has been 
Aent into the city for punishment. 

‘The British ship Leander, which arrived 
in the river on Sunday, hea made the 







































round voyage, from Shanghai to New 
York, thence to London, Sydney, and back 
here, in exactly 11 months. Her passage 
from Sydney to this port was made in 38 
days. 

‘The steamer China reports that, when 
passing Dodd Island on the Sth inst., at 
11 am., a ship's boat was observed on 
the rocks, a boat’s mast erected as a 
flagstaff, and near by a kind of tent, com- 
posed of sails and mats. There were no 
signs of either Europeans or Chinese about. 
The weather was too boisterous to admit 
of a landing being effected. 

The ship John R. Worcester reports 
having encountered a typhoon on the 1st 
October, in Latitude 28° 21’ North and 
136° 04’ East. During the height of the 
typhoon, when the ship was lying over 
with the upper dead-eyes of the lee rigging 
under water, the cargo shifted, and she 
began to make water fast. The report 
which we publish on our fourth page 
narrates how all on board fought manfully 
through the danger, The weather moder 
ted towards afternoon. The lowest point 
reached by the barometer was 28° 95’. 

A Cantonese boy, employed on board 
the str, Glenearn, who had come out from 
Eugland with the ship, suddenly disap- 
peared a day or two since, when it was 
found that he had stolen eleven sovereigns, 
forty dollars, and a valuable gold chai 
and rivg, belonging to persons also em- 
ployed on board. 

The Daily Press gives some particulars of 
the seizure of the bark Anna, which we 
related a few days ago. The crew was 
composed of Chinese who, as alleged, when 
not far from Foochow, mutinied and mur- 
dered the Captain and Mate. Having 
thrown their bodies overboard, they made 
off with the vessel, and will doubtless run 
her on shore somewhere in the vicinity. 
Meanwhile the German despatch-boat Qy- 
clop has gone in pursuit, and will, it is 
to be hoped, succeed in overhauling the 
mutineers,

He, however, instead of availing of 
tho steamer, has determined to make the 
Age, infirmities, and a 
sickness, are said to have 
influenced him to adopt this course, He 
is expected toreach here toward the close of 
the present month, and as his appointment 
is made to include the Arsenal at Shanghai, 
as well as that at Foochow, he will doubtless 
delay hero some time en route to the latter 
city, which he will most likely make his 
residence. ‘Ting is a man of considerable 
ability, and it is expected by the Chinese 
that his administration will be one of 
vigour, progress and improvement in the 
right direction, 

‘The latest advices from Pexixa give 
reason to believe that the state of affairs 
there ia more satisfactory than it has ap- 
peared tobeforsomedays past, It now looks 
probable that Mr, Grosvenor’s Mission of 
enquiry will be enabled to proceed without 
delay to Yunnan. ‘this of course implies 
the satisfaction of prolimiuary ‘require 
ments, the details of which are not yet 
kuown, The Governor-General Li Hung- 
chang arrived at Peking on the 3rd inst, 
and called on Her Majesty's Minister on the 
following day, Ho has likewise had soveral 
conferences with the ‘Tauvg-li Yamén, 
besides audiences of the two Emprosses, 
Li wont to Peking ostensibly for the funeral 
of the late Emperor, which takes placo on 
the 16th. Tho reason for his going 
before that day, is auppoted to be that 
he may take part in the negociation 

We publish on another page the memo- 
rial of tho ‘Tsung-li Yamén regarding 
intercourse between Foreign Embussadore 
and Chinese Ministers of State, which called 
forth the edict we gave last week.— 
It may be interesting to explain that 
the high State Departments at Peking aro 
the “ Nei-ko,” or grand secretariat, which 
is a special Yamén independent of the 6 
Boards, and the ‘Chita-chi-cl’u,” or 
Grand Council, as forviguers call it, and 
which is composed of members of Boards 
or other high functionaries indiscrimi- 
nately. ‘The term used in the edict would 
include the members of these departments, 
and it is, we presume, with them that the 
right of intercourse is acquired.

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‘TBE VICEROY OF CANTON. 
In is-not often we find the Peking 
Government acting with so much vigor 
as it has shown in the case of the 
Governor-General of Canton. Ibis only 
some six months ago that His Excellency 
Ying-han passed through Shanghai on 
his way to his new appointment, 
with all the usual relatives, attendants, 
and hangers-on who accompany a high 
official, under such circumstances, to the 
new field of action. His lease of 
power has, therefore, been singularly 
short, and, it is to be feared, singularly 
unprofitable. An appointment like the 
Viceroyalty of the Two Kwang is not 
obiained by favour alone. We may 
dopend that the official lucky enough 
to procure it has to make things very 
pleasant at Peking; and it is in the 
Inst degree unlikely that any of the 
douceurs would be recoverable when 
he loses his post. The most that 
‘Ying-han can hopo is that they may be 
allowed to stand to his credit, and be 
influential, with the help of a refresher, 
in enabling him to get a new office, 
when the present scandal has blown 
over, As our readers will have seen 
from the Peking Gasttte, the cause of 
His Bxcellency’s trouble is his counten- 
ance’ of the Weising Lotteries. This 
is lottery habitually held in Canton, 
on the ‘basis of the Examinations, 
Instead of choosing numbers in the 
Manila Lottery, for example, the 
Chinese choose the names of candidates, 
and the amount of speculation that 
goes on in this way is said to be 
enormous. The magnitude of the 
lottery may be guessed, indeed, in some 
measure, from theamount of the squeeze, 
(8800,000,) which the managers were 
willing to pay the Viceroy for the 
privilege of conducting it. What it 
would be curious to know is, why the 
Peking Government has interfered. 
We can hardly conclude thatit is in an 
access of morality, although the lottery 
had been forbidden by edict; for 
peculation, corruption, and other 
customary misdeeds are equally for- 
bidden, periodically—and tolerated. The 
lotteries are too customary, and cases 
of real interference with squeezing so 
unusual, that some cause more re- 
condite than the virtuous indignation 
expressed, must be sought. We 
suspect His Excellency has been in 
too great haste to be ich; too anxious 
to recoup the expenses of attaining his 
post, and has failed to make things so 
pleasant as he should have done in the 
yaméns of his brother officials and at 
the Capital. ‘There is always enough 
in the acts and surroundings of a high 
mandarin, to furnish material for a 
dreadful picture of corruption and de- 
basement ; and the Governor of Kwang- 
tung, who has taken the lead in attack- 
ing Ying-han, had material enough to 
his hand. A high official always 
carries with him a crowd of dependants 
and relatives, eager to fatten on the 





new pasturage; and Ying-han’s retinue 
need not have been larger or more 
rapacious than usual, to furnish the 
text for denunciation. In any case, 
lest the Lottery charge should be 
insufficient; that of nepotism has been 
also advanced, with a warmth of horror 
which would persuade aman who knew 
not China that such a case had been 
heretofore unknown, and that the Go- 
vernment was a model of purity im- 
maculate, As we have said, it is the 
Governor who has taken the lead in 
denouncing the lottery. The Tartar 
General of Canton and his lieutenant 
come upin support, with the second ac- 
cusation. The Governot-General, Ying- 
han, they represent, “ bas’ brought with 
him a number of the civil and military 
officers who have recommended them- 
selves to his confidence by their willing- 
ness and activity in his service during 
his campaigns in An-hwei; and chief 
among these is a Taotai, named Yi- 
kéng, who acted as his principal seo- 
retary in An-hwei, where this officer 
was notorious for his greed and un- 
sorupulousnesn, The same functions 
have been confided to him by Ying-haa 
in his new post, where the control of 
all matters, great and small, affecting 
either Chinese or Foreign affairs, bas 
been left in his hands. All reports 
from subordinate authorities were con- 
veyed to the Governor-General through 
this channel; and on his return at the 
ond of each day from the Governor. 
General’s yamén to his lodgings, the 
street was blocked up until far into the 
night, by-tbe sedans and mounted 
attendants of his visitors. Iu addition 
to this, a bevy of Generale, Colonels, 
Taotais, and Prefects have followed the 
Governor-General from his old to his 
new post, and for their maintenance 
Ying-ban has called upon the Coast 
Defence Office to issue salaries to them 
on public account. A scheme has 
farther been arranged, on the pretext 
of contributing to the funds for coast 
defence, to re-establish the Wei-sing 
gambling lotteries, in defiance of 
Imperial commands. Still farther, 
although the city of Canton is not a 
camp, the Governor-General has sur- 
rounded himself with a staff of adjut- 
ants and orderly officers, and a body- 
guard numbering upwards of two 
hundred men, to no other end but that 
of troubling the popular mind.” And 
the Imperial Government endorses the 
blame, degrades Ying-han and orders 
him to Peking to be punished, orders 
all his dependents back to their native 
province, and requires the Board of 
Punishments to deal with the Taotai 
Yii-kéng in proportion to the greatness 
of his iniquity. The latest news is that 
the unlucky Viceroy was about to set 
out for Peking, where he will no 
doubt be heavily squeezed, and de- 
prived temporarily of his button and a 
peacock’s feather. He has lost his 
advances, lost. his post, and instead of 
pocketing $800,000, will no doubt have 
to pay a considerable sum in mitigation 
of punishment. 








THE POLYTECHNIC. 
‘Towanps the end of their Report, the 
Committee of the Polytechnic Tastitu- 
tion express a hope that its pubiicition 
will go far to check the absurd mis- 
conceptions which have got abroad in 
Europe, regarding the scope and de- 
sign of the Institution. It is likely 
the Report will have that effect; but 
it will not altogether cut the ground 
from under the feet of those who drew 
the grandiose pictures of International 
Exhibitions in esse, and’Crystal Palaces 
‘in posse, that have somewhat aniused 
the public, and very naturally disgusted 
the energetic Committee. One of the 
documents quoted in the report is a 
prospectus which’has been circulated in 
England by Messrs, John Bourite & Co,, 
aud a very little of the imagination 
which converted Wang Ching-yung into 
abigh mandarin and Imperial delegato, 
and Mr. Bourne into a consulting Ba. 
gineer to the Chinese Government, would 
Suffice to enlarge the project sketched 
in that prospecttis, into an Exhibition, 
Whether the expansion is due to private 
inspiration or journalistic imagination, 
we are ignorant. But when we find 
the word “Exhibition” used in the 
reportitéelf,and consignments of articles 
invited very mach in the samo tormé 
as at Western “ Exhibitions,” we 





are disposed to blame less sevorely, the

Shanghai with an enterprise which we 
fear can hardly be hoped for as an early 
result even of the present negotiations 
at Peking. However, the oxplanations 
afforded in the report will no doubt 
reduce the conceptions of the Home 
public within a more reasonable limit ; 
though they will also Ie J 
impression that the Committee may 
quite possibly find themselves nearly 
in the position of Exhibition Commis- 
sioners, if the wide invitation to 
homemanufacturersshould beresponded 
to in the same spirit in which home 
journalists have interpreted their pro- 
gramme. We heartily wish the Institu- 
tion success, and can fully enter 
into the gratification of the Committee 
at the ready response which has followed 
their call. We only fear that they 
may find themselves embarrassed by 
the very cordiality of that response, 
if it should at all accord with the tone 
of Art. 4 of their Prospectus.

1,000 a-piece to promote an in- 
stitution for informing their countrymen 
regarding Foreign inventions.and liter 
ature.’ Oue would wish that the donors 


showed a more practical appreciation 
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f the” value “of those inventions ; 
but we ¢ah only hope that the 
Tnstitution itself will lead up to such a 
result. Any one, for instance, who has 
visited Li Hung-chang’s yamén at 
‘Tientsin, will reflect curiously on the 
apathy w which—while allowing the street 
approaching the Yamén to remain knee~ 
deep in dast or mud, and the transit of 
the river to be accomplished over a nar- 
fow and awkirard bridge of boats—yet 
ides with a theoretical interest in 
improvement that prompts. a donation 
of a Tis. 1,000 to help his countrymen 
to acquire a knowledge of what 
ig practically withheld from them.

Except in its appli- 
cation to the production of war-ships and 
munitions of war, the Manderins have 
hitherto shewn no appreciation of, or 
desire to employ, Foreign machinery.

Ina short 23 pages, in the Edinburgh Re- 
view for July, Dean Butcher has done China

he has given us 4 clear, succinct account 
of one of China’s‘gréatest sages, and shown 
‘Weitern tiptions that the philosophy and 








literature we have been so accustomed t 

hear atigmatised as puerile and void ot 
interest, is worthy of study aud attention, 
‘even at tho bands of the advanced scholars 
of Western’ lands; and we venture to 
prophesy that the reading of his admirable 
Paper will lead many to look on China 
with very different eyes to what they here- 
tofore have done; his success is another 
instance of how much greater value intelli- 
gence may’be' thai simple téchinical abi 
‘Wo have had translators, sinologues, by 
the acore, who haye written of or about. 
Mencius ‘pefore, but it has not been our 
fortune: tintil-now to -meet one who has 























6 mystery how a simple 
mortal, claiming no inspiration above his 
fellows, should have held sway over the 
millions of the most important half of 
Asia for 2,000 years, unshaken. 

With a light and easy pen he gives us 
firet a short biography of the Sage, seizing 
with inimitable acateness just those points 
in his career which it is interesting to us 
to learn; and, leaving out that mass of 
insignificant details with which his previous 
biographers have concealed the outlines on 
which they hung, following the maxim of 
the Chinese Ruskin, that, in depicting 
anything, your object ought to be to seize 
thoso finer lines which give character and 
expression, rather than waste your energies 
in displaying those coarser features which 
are shared by all other things of the same 
class or order.. You do not want to know 
that Mencius had so many vertebree, or 
that he had to eat to live; you want to 
know how he differed from other men, and 
this is just what in half a dozen sentences 
the Dean has told us. We see Mencius 
before us, and understand how he made 
his way, and where and why he failed. 

In like manner, in touching on his 
tenets, doctrines and teachings, the Dean 
es with lengthy 
extracts from the Sage’s works, but gives 
usa terse summary of the leading prin- 
ciples of his philosophy, 
same felicity just those salient features 
which formed the ground-work and essence 
of his writings.

‘As yet no plan has been decided upon 
for defraying the current expenses of the 
Institution after it has been opened, Itis 
fearod that for years to come it will not be 
wholly self-supporting. Mr. Tong King- 
sing has exerted himself to try and obtain 
one hundred annual subscribers of six 
dollars each among his native friends in 
Shanghai, butas yet he has barely obtained 
half that number. It need hardly be 
added that annual subscriptions or dona- 
tions from Foreign residenta in China, and 
in fact from any part of the world aro 
much needed, and will be thankfully re- 
ceived by the Shanghai Committeo or the 
London Committee, ‘The «suggestions of 
those subscribers who may interest them- 
selves in the advancement of the Inatitu 
tion, are also earnestly invited and will 
receive due consideration. 

Among thi ns already received, 
there in one by jeading mercan- 
tile firms in Chine could materially further 
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the progress of the Institution, viz., by 
recommending it to the notice of their 
firms at Home.

In fact, 
there is no reason why Foreign Residents 
who interest themselves in the improve- 
meut of tho Chinese, should not eudeavour 
to establish branch’ Institutions in what- 
ever part of China they may live. The 
Shanghai Committee would of course be 
glad to render them all the assistance and 
Co-operation possible. It may also be 
mentioned that certain high officinls of the 
Fukien province have sent to enquire the 
Way in which the Shanghai Institution has 
boon established, and the regulations which 

e beon made for its management, with 
the view of commencing a similar Institu- 
Hon in Foochow.

‘The third fault found by the Chinese 
Bentham with the system of the ‘Master was 
calculated to make him eminently uopopul:

Here he 
touched the Confucianist on his most sensi- 
tive place. Religion in a true sense of the 
word he had none, but the substitate for it 
which his system inculeated was connected 
entirely with the rites of burial. ‘To this day

A living kis is 
cared for at the expense of a little rice, fish, 
or millet, but the moment he is laid in the 
grave he becomes a source of cost and incon

sumetimes a hundred days he ‘has to bring 
water to the dead man for him to wash with, 
and food at midday and evening for him to 
eat.

The women of the family swathed in 
thick sackcloth have often to make long 
journéys under the burning son to the tomb 
‘weeping and wailing, and for two years they 
wear the trappings of woe, Moreover civil 
disabilities aro added to personal discomforts, 
‘The scholar who has been preparing for the 
Examination Hall is forbidden to enter it for 
‘three years under heavy penalties, and thus 
the most important step in his literary career 
ia vexatiously delayed; and the government 
official, be he the Viceroy of a province or the 
Taotai of the smallest town, is compelled, if 
his parent dies, to retire from office, to seek 
his native province, and in nine cases out of 
ten to forfeit bis’ chances of preferment for 
ever. Many of these customs have grown 
up since the time we refer to, but there wero 
doubtless sufficient instances at that early 
date of the practical mischief which the 
obsequious sorrow’ commanded by Confu.

‘THE CHINESE IN YARKAND. 

‘The Pioneer publishes the following 
interesting accounts of the Chinese in Kash- 
gar:—The survivors of the former Chinese 
{garrison of Eastern Tarkistan are in a singular 

sition. They of course cannot help wishing 
for the return of their countrymen, but they 
are very doubtful as to whether the first act 
of a Chinese Governor, on recovering posses+ 
ion of the country, would not be to kill them 
all for having saved their lives by beoom- 
ing Mussulmans,, Chine appears to expect 
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every man to do his duty by blowing himself 
up when at the last pinch. ‘The Chinese 
Governors of Yarkand, Kashgar, aud other 
towns loyally performed this duty ; and their 
ancestors have probably been eunobled in cou- 
sequence, which is the Chinese way of sbow- 
ing honour to me But those of their sub- 
ordinates who preferred the loaves and. fishes 
of the Mnssulmans, would have a hard time if 
their countrymen were victorious. Their 
numbers probably do not amount to two 
thousand in the whole country. ‘The principal 
massacres were effected by the Tunganis, 
who have shown themselves, though akin by 
blood, the most inveterate and determine: 
foes to the Chinese 

‘The Ameer Mahomed Yakoob and bis Andi- 
jani followers did not come into the country 
‘until the greater part of the Chinese had been 
exterminated. The Forts of Kashgar and of 
‘Yangi-Hissar alone were holding out under 
the Dragon flag, while outside their walls th 
Tunganis and’ their Kuchari allies wer 
quarrelling for the si ‘An action 
was fought in the nei 
between the Ameer aud the Tunganis.

With reference to the 
between England and China, it may be of 
some interest to state that nearly all the 
Chinese in Hongkong are of opinion that the 
differences between the two nations will be 
amicably settled.

‘The natives here are 
further of opinion that the point which 
China stands out »gainst is the pening of the 
trade route through Yunnan. ‘They say that 
this distant part of their empire was only 











rescued from the rebels a few years ago, and 
that the Government has not yet sufficient 
confidence in its own powers in that quarter 
to throw it open to foreign trade, in the 
event of war being declared, however, they 
believe that the contest would be brief, and 
terminate in favour of the English. A hope 
has been expressed by some of them that in 
case of hostilities taking place, the present 
dynasty may be overthrown and a more pro- 
gressive Government set up under Li Hung- 
chaug.—Daily Press. 








Wo desire to record our protest against the 
reported intention of the British Goverumeut 
toask or accept an indemnity in the form of 
money from the Chinese Government for the 
murder of the late Mr, Margary in the pro- 
vince of Yunnav. We are of opinion that the 
demand or acceptance of money under such 
circumstances is derogatory to the character 
of the English nation, and to the dignity of 
its Government, and is only justifiable in cases 
where any British subject so murdered, being

OPINIONS OF THE PRESS, 


We have to acknowledge the receipt of 
another of those useful compilations issued of 
late ‘years by the North-China. Herald office, 
under the title of “Translations from the 
Peking Gazette for 1874.” We have already 
on a previous occasion drawn attention to the 
extremely valuable nature of the record thus 
presented to the public, and to the chief 
features ofthe highly intresting matter to be 
found within the covers of the volumes in 
question, | ‘The present issue contains two 
novel features, wl we imagine great 
tahance its value to both the general public 
and to students—viz. a complete index, and a 
eprint of the article trom the pen of Mr. 

 F. Mayers, published some time since in 
the China Review. As the former, it 
possesses but one defect—that of not being 
arranged alphabetically. ‘The reprinted articl 
on the other hand, furnishes most useful 
information, and though readers of the China 
Review will be familiar with its contents, we 
may be pardoned if, for the sake of others, we 
role one of the, facts it mentions a8 tothe 
antiquity of the “father of newspapers.” It 
would appear that “Court ‘amnocmbenents,” 
as such the Peking Gazette of the present day 
virtually ie, were faued in the eighth century, 
as a record of the appointment of ono Han 
sppeated in this form not later that! the year 
A.D, 741. The Gazette (we need hardly say 
that the English title is not aliteral translation 
of the original, which should be “Metropolitan 
Announcements”) would therefore appear to be 
at least over 1130 years old. ‘This as times go 
is respectable ; and as its circle of readers 
must, at the received calculation, be directly 
and indirectly somewhat about ‘six millions, 
it can probably claim a circulation before 
which even that of the leading penny paper 
must pale.
